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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

The amendment filed on January 19, 2006 under 37 CFR 1 .132 with reference to 
claim 1 is sufficient to overcome the Chu (US 6010512) reference due to the fact that 
the Chu reference does not teach wherein all of the raking portions extend away from 
the same plane as defined by the sheath. Instead, Chu teaches wherein each raking 
portion extends from its own separate plane as defined by the sheath. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-32 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons 
for allowance: The prior art fails to disclose or suggest an endoscopic debris extraction 
device comprising in combination with all other limitations of the claims, wherein all of 
the raking portions extend away from the same plane as defined by the sheath. 

With reference to Sterman (5814097), Sterman teaches a medical rake (192) 
wherein all of the raking portions (193) extend from only one side of the same 
longitudinal plane (fig. 15). However, Sterman fails to disclose wherein the shafts of the 
rake are received within a lumen of the shaft in the firs position. Therefore, claim 1 is 
sufficient to overcome the Sterman reference. 

Further, with reference to claim 17, the prior art fails to disclose or suggest an 
endoscopic debris extraction device comprising in combination with all other limitations 
of the claims wherein the raking portions do not clamp together when moved from the 
second portion to the first portion.
